Freight bills 
constitute p.large pórportion of the cost of the 
cotton goods manufactured in New England. 
Freight must be paid on the raw material from the 
South to Massachusetts or some other New Eng­ 
land state, and then freight must be paid on the 
finished product from New England to the markets 
in New York, Chicago and St. Louis.
